Paper containers cannot get into Chi- 


cago.

A little while ago a federal judge 
intruded with an injunction to prevent the 
city authorities from longer 
interfering 


with the sale of milk in paper b.ottles. 
But the city authorities have a dagger up 
their sleeve. No one can distribute milk 
in Chicago without a permit. And per- 
mits can be withheld for more reasons 
than a dog has hair. 


It is hard for the dairy interests to 


fight their enemy in this case although 
they know it is municipal corruption. 
They cannot find their foe. They cannot 
bs sure of the gate through which he 
enters the city. They cannot discover with 
necessary clarity just exactly how he op- 
erates. But he is-there bigger than life. 


For the enemy is smart. And a salary 


of $10,000 to $15,000 a year isn't going 
to build up a ducal estate. Whether mil- 
lions of bottles shall be used in Chicago 
or the saving go to the consumer and 
dairyman- instead of those interested in 
prevailing practices is a question which in- 
volves hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
perhaps even millions over but a short 
period of time. But Chicago is corrupt 
politically, as corrupt as Naples 400 years 
ago when no right, however clear, 'was 
granted without the payment of tribute.

Washington—There is one extremely signifi 


cant development in aerial warfare over London 
—the nazis are not losing as many planes as 
they once did. These are the reports cabled to 
American newspapers, also the reports cablec 
by official U. S. observers, from London. 


Behind this is a change in German tactics 


motivated by the fact that Hitler's air losses 
during the lirst month of aerial bombardment 
were much heavier than he could afford. Very 
briefly, here is the chapter by chapter history 
of German air experimentation over London: • 


1. First attacks were in large formations; 


wave after wave of planes came over, but were 
easy targets and were shot down in disastrous- 
y large numbers. 


2. Second came droves of single planes, flying 


at different altitudes and thus harder to hit."Buf 
casualties continued high. 


3. Next came small squads of about three 


planes at a time, flying from all directions. With 
this technique German casualties dropped con- 
siderably. 


4. Today, the Nazis have gone back to dive- 


bombing, plus a combination of other types of 
attack. 


During all this experimentation, the Nazis also 


had been^ busy revising armament on the outside 
of. their 'planes, and -their guns. Undoubtedly 
this also helped cut down casualties. 
"' 


At present both sides are shooting down about 


the same number of planes. Meanwhile Nazi 
superiority in air strength continues at about 
3 to 1. Chief improvement of the British position 
comes as a result of'the big bombers they have 
purchased from the U. S. and also manufactured 
themselves. These have made possible the con- 
sistent and disastrous bombing of munitions 
factories in Germany. 


- Chief, asset of the British is superior quality 
of individual equipment and a will to win. With- 
out the latter, the British probably would have 
been defeated before this. As it is they are still 
fighting against vastly superior odds, but some- 
times the will to win can be more important 
than manufactured force.

Since then 49 persons have 
been treated with histamine at the 
clinic.

They rejected tlje proposal be- 


cause, as the authors of the Federal- 
ist Papers 
(Alexander Hamilton, 


John Jay, and James Madison) 
wrote at the time, there might some 
day arise a situation in which to 
change presidents—even though the 
choice lay between two 
men of 


equal merit—would be detrimental 
to the welfare of the nation, "inas- 
much as it would substitute inex- 
perience and would tend to unhinge 
and set afloat the already settled 
train of the Administration." 


The decision they made had the 


unqualified approval 
of 
George 


Washington, who wrote, in a letter 
to Lafayette on April 28, 1788. that 
the matter had been "fairly discus- 
ted in the convention" and to his 
''full conviction," and that he could 
sec "no propriety- in precluding our- 
selves from the services of any man 
who on some great emergency shall 
be deemed, universally, most cap- 
able of serving the public." 


Hence it is entirely proper on this 


day, when the opponents of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt are trying to tell the 
people of the United States that, be- 
cause no other president has served 
more than two terms, they should 
not consider reelecting him for a 
third term, to examine our present 
situation in the light of the convic- 
tions of the trainers of the constitu- 
tion when they declined to limit the 
number of terms a man could serve 
his country as president. 


That there does exist a national
